A Long ! Stride. 

There is-ene view of the recent deci- 
sions of the supreme court in the direction 
of centralization which we would be glad 
to see take a firm hold upon the southern 
democratic mind, and that is, that, what- 
ever else may be said of them, they are 
not sectional in their effect. Whatever 
the intention of the majority of the court 
may have been, these decisions are not 
an attack merely upon the rights of the 
southern states. It is true they are 
called forth by legislation intended to be 
sectional, under an amendment to the 
constitution which was the result of sec- 
tional strife, but the effect of the deci- 
sions issuch as tofeach every state in the 
union. Owing to various circumstances, 
the south has long been the champion of 
state rights, and this fact has been unfor- 
tunate for the theory as well as for our 
people. The theory has come to be re- 
garded as in some sort a sectional issue, 
so much so that even the views of Daniel 
Webster are now quoted by the organs as 
treasonable. It is to be doubted whether 
the majority of the court, in rendering 
the decisions against which Mr, Justice 
Field protested with such strenuous elo- 
quence, looked beyond the mere tech- 
nical boundaries of the particular 
cases which they were called upon to de- 
cide, but these utterances of the bench 
go deeper and further. They assert, in 
effect, thatthe fourteenth amendment to 


the constitution abrogates the tenth 


amendment; and they establish the pre- 
cedent that the government of the United 
States has power to enter a state and 
compel the officers thereof to enforce a 
law of the state-or of the United States— 
a power which makes party government 
doubly dangerous to the people, for there 
is practically no limit to its emp!oyment. 
The first intelligent and comprehensive 
protest against the effect of these deci- 
sions comes from the Nation, an inde- 
pendent journal of republican proclivi- 
ties, but whose influence is not as great 
as its ability. The Nation perceives very 
clearly that the decisions are as impor- 
tant to the north as to the south, and al- 
ludes to them as a long “and unexpected 
“stride in the direction of centralization.”’ 
It is to be expected that other thoughtful 
organs of northern public opinion will 
perceive the scope of the decisions, and 
in the controversy which is likely to en- 
sue, our people can very well afford to 
remain quiet but interested spectators, 
Our position is such, unfortunately, 
that the ultimate settlement of all consti- 
tutional questions must be left with the 
people of the north, and with that settle- 
ment we must be content, whether it 
suits us or not—remembering, indeed, 
with some degree of complacency that 
our position is impregnable because it 
cannot be made worse, and that in any 
event we have before us all the substan- 
tial possibilities of climate and soil, to- 
gether with material resources which 
have no visible limit. i

The 
information given inthe pamphlet covers 
every detail.likely to interest practical 
men, and this information is recapita- 
lated in theconeluding pages in the shape 
of a tabulated’ statement. The table 
shows tliat there! are eighteen mills. 
in operation, with 99,938 spindles and 
1,933 looms, and a_ capacity of 
101,338 yards of cloth and 17,483 pounds 
of yarn a day, The eighteen mills con- 
sume 54,394 pounds ot cotton a day, em- 
ploy 2,612 operatives, and their profits 
range from eighteen to forty per centum. 
Everything that has been said in the 
pamphlet of the South Carolina manufac- 
tories may also be said (with some aidi- 
tions) of the Georgia mills and we trust 
soon to see it said in an official way. 

Not the least interesting portion of the 
pamphiet is that which treats of the 
Clement attachment. As it was through 
the columns of Tue ConstiruTion that 
the attention of the public was first 
called to the attachment, we must 
confess to some degree of interest 
in the future of that machine. A 
singular fact, developed in Mr. Butler’s 
pamphlet is that every factory map whose 
opinion he asked announced that the 
Clement attachment could not be a suc- 
cess. Some gave as a reason that the 
yarns were not marketable while others 
stated that it would be impossible to 
store the seed cotton. Another singular 
fact is that not one cf these factory men 
who give their opinions so freely have 
never even seen the attachment, and 
can therefore know nothing about it. 
Their opinions are based upon a vague 
sort of idea that the process means oppo- 
sition to the larger mills. The author of 
the pamphlet has taken the trouble to 
make a thorough examination of the at- 
tachment in operation at Westminster 
and his opinion seems to be that it is a 
success if properly managed. The pro- 
cess is merely a simplification of the 
method employed by the larger mills, and 
the simplification places it in the reach 
of every cotton-growing neighborhood. 
It makes yarns of every size, and they 
find a readier market, all things con- 
sidered, than the yarns spun from pressed 
cotton. The attachment will not revolu- 
tionize manufacturing in the south, but 
it places a yarn factory, with its profits 
ranging from twenty-five to forty per 
centum in reach of every cotton-growing 
neizhborhood. —It is as if the spindles of 
one large mill shonld be divided up 
among the farmers, plaving the difference 
between raw cotton and marketable 
yarns in their pockets as clear profit. 

The National Beard of Health. 

In endeavoring to cure the inefficiency 
of the national board of health as at pres- 
ent organized, there is danger that too 
much power may be conferred by con- 
gress. This danger has attracted the at- 
tention of the Georgia medical society of 
Savannah, and at a meeting held on the 
22d inst., the bills now before congress, 
having for their purpose the enlarge- 
ment of the power of the national board 
of health, a paper was prepared expres- 
sive of the views of the individual 
members. This paper, which was 
signed by all the members of the 
society except four, sets forth 
that they view with apprehension 
the extraordinary and dangerous powers 
proposed to be conferred upon the na- 
tional board of health, by the bills in- 
troduced in congress by Hons. Messrs. 
Harris and C. Young, and also that pio- 
posed by Mr. Acklen. The first secfion 
of Mr. Harris’s bill provides: ‘That the 
“national board of health, or in the in- 
“terval of its sessions its executive com- 
‘‘mittee (of five), shall report to the pres- 
“ident of the United States whenever 
“any place in the United States is con- 
“sidered by it to be dangerously infected 
“with contagious or infectious disease, 
“and that upon the official publication 
“by the president of such report the 
“transportation of goods or persons from 
“such a place into another state shall be 
“unlawful, and all persons guilty thereof 
“shall be liable to prosecution therefor.in 
“the district or circuit court of the United 
“States for any district within which 
“such goods or persons shall be _ trans- 
“ported, and any goods so transported 
“shall be liable to be seized or destroyed, 
“unless such transportation shall be car- 
“ried on in accordance with rules and 
“regulations made by the national board 
“of health and approved by the presi- 
“dent, as in other cases. These rules 
“shall apply until the presiaent shall 
“proclaim such place no longer danger- 
“ously infected, and in the meantime 
“the board or its executive committee 
“shall report to him weekly, in writing, 
“the sanitary condition of the place in 
“question.” 

Mr. Acklen’s bill provides for the es- 
tablishment of quarantine stations upon 
all avenues of approach to any place de- 
clared to be infected upon information 
furnished by the national board of health, 
at which points, all freight or persons 
and their vehicles of transportation, if 
starting from or destined fora point be- 
yond the borders ofthe state, shall be in- 
spected by agents of the national board 
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declared by such agents free from infec- 


who shall interfere with the free passage 
of such person, freight, or vehicle of 
transportation on the charge that they 
are infected or dangerous to the public 
health, shall, on conviction before a 
United States court, be fined $1,000 and 
imprisoned one year.

8. Wallace, a rat pe of Taylor county, Geo 
and J. D. Mitchell, physician of the same place. 
will swear to facts showiug that defendant was 
not ia a condition to exereise his usual pores of 
mind. which facts are fully set forth in the affida- 
yits of said Wailace and bereto atiached 
and made a part of this motion; and aso, that 
John S. Wise and John B. Movaghan will swear 
to facts fully set forth in their affidavits nereto 
attached a j made a part of this motion, going to 
show the extreme weakness and prustration of 
the defendant at the time of his trial, which facts

These facts were unknown to the defendant or

ot the existence of Such facts, they 
not having beer cemm tnicated to 
defendant or any of his counsel, as is shown hy 
the affidavit of the suid Bennett, and of the de- 
fendant and his counsel, hereto attahed, all of 
which affidavits are presented herewith as part of 
this motion. 

After the reading of this motion there 
was a Consultation betweea the gounsel for 
the state and the defense and it was agreed 
that the 14th day of April be set as the 
time for the hearing of argument on the 
motion. The solicitor is entitled to twenw 
days notice in such cases, but he waived his 
privilege in this case.. Judge Hillyer grant- 
eda writ of su persedeas, which suspends 
the sentence of Cox until the 20th of April 
If Judge Hillyer should overrule _ this 
second wotion for a newtrial the defense 
could appeal to the supreme court and thus 
continue the case to the very last expedient.

The Royal Baking Pewder company of 
this city, a long-estabiished. corporation, 
celebrated for the absolute purity of their 
goods, some time ago commenced a vigorous 
warfare against muny of their competitors 
who were indulging in hurtful adultera- 
tion. Thecountest exeited great interestin 
scientific circies, in which ProfessomAngell, 
Dr. Mott, and other leading lights took a 
very prominent part. The exveriments of 
Dr. Mott are a result of this discussion, and 
go to prove conclusively that the most dan- 
g: rous adulieration that a commanity has 
to guard against is alum in baking powder. 
In.his paper the doctor says: ;“"It was with 
difficul:y IL found. suitable place.to.cen- 
duct the experiments so that the animals 
would not disturb the neighborhood; but, 
through the courtesy of the commissioners 
of the Dock department, I secured a shed 
on their premtses, foot of Sixteenth sireet 
and Kust river.

I tke, 
secured 16 dogs from ihe pound, which 
were all carefdtly examined’ tO see if they 
were ina perfect stare of health. None but 
strong, healthy dogs were selected. The 
breed, age, food, color, anid weivhtof every 
dog was carefuily noted. Each dog was 
then confined to a stail and securely cbain- 
ed, and they all received a number, from ] 
to 16. I commenced my experiments on 
the 9th of September, and finished Decem- 
ber 5S. “My assistant was witli the dogs fro 
morning until night, aud never ieft the 
animals without first securely bolting and 
locking the dog-hotise. No stranger was 
allowed to enter the house unaccompanied 
either by myself or my assistant, and the 
dogs never received a mouthful of food or 
anything else from anv one except from my 
assistant or myself. 1 will mow detail the 
result of my experiments; i 

‘Dog No. 1—Breed of dog coach, Age, 1 
year. Health, perfect. Food, bread and 
crackers, Oolor, spotted black and white. 
Weight, 35 pounds. 

“To this a on the mormingof the 9th 
of September, was given eight biscuits at 
8:10 o’clock. The biscuits were made by 
myself as follows: One quart sifted flour, 20 
teaspoons alum baking powder, 2 cups 
water, 1 tablespoon butter, 22 biscuits made, 
weighing 27 ounces; time of baking, 20

“At 11:30, just three hours and twenty 
minutes, the dog was taken very sick, yom- 
pa 5 ppm his vim.and brightness of 
eye had departed, and he trembled consid- 
erably in his limbs.”’ 

Experiments were then made upon three 
dogs with biscuits containing only 10 tea- 
spoons of alum baking powder. The result 
indicated that some animals are more hia- 
ble to yield to the effects of poisonous sub- 
stances than others are.
